Attached is the name of a principal campaign committee that has failed to file 48-hour
notices with the Commission for contributions of $1,000.00 or more received from the close of
books for the 12-Day Pre General Report up to 48 houts before the November 2, 2010 Genetal
Election in accordance with 2 U.S.C. § 434(a)(6) and 11 CFR. § 104.5(f). The committee, Buck
for Colorado, represents & candidate who tost the General Election. The commiittee is being
refatied for failing to fite 48-hbur notices for contributions totaling $111,707.14.

A 48-hour notice is required to report all contrihutions of a $1,000.00 or more, to any
authorized committee of a candidate, inclyding contributians from the candirlate, loans from the
candidate and other non-bank sources and endorsements or guarantees of loans from banks, as
per, 11 CFR'§ 104.5(f).

We have attached an information sheet which includes the contributor name, date of
receipt and amount of the contributions for which a 48-hour notice was not filed.

In accordance with the schedule of civil money penalties outlined within 11 CFR §
111.44, this committee should be assessed the civil money penalty so indicated.
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Recommendation

1. Find reason to believe that Buck for Colorado and Kenneth Salazar, Treasurer, violated 2
U.S.C. § 434(a)(6) and make a preliminary determination that a civil money penalty of
$12,161.00 be assessed.

The Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended, 2 U.S.C. § 431, ef seq. ("the
Act"), requires principal campaign committees of candidates for federal office to notify in
writing either the Secretary of the Senate or the Federal Election Commission ("FEC"), and the
Secretary of State, as appropriate, of any contribution of $1,000 or more, received by any
authorized committee of the candidate after the 20th day, but more than 48 hours before, any
election. 2 U.S.C. § 434(a)(6)(A). The Act further requires notification to be made within 48
hours after the receipt of the conttibution and to include the name of the candidate and office
sought, the date of roeeipt, the ampunt of the eontribatiam, and the idemtification of the
contributor. /d. These notification requirements are in addition to all other reporting

. requirements. 2 U.S.C. § 434(a). Our records indicato that Buck for Colorado did not submit

48-Hour Notices for contributioas of $1,000 or more, received between October 14, 2010 and
October 30, 2010, totaling $111,707, as required by 2 U.S.C. § 434(a)(6)(A). Attachment 1.

The Act permits the FEC to impose civil money penalties for violations of the reporting
requirements of 2 U.S.C. § 434(a). 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(4). On March 25, 2011, the FEC found
that there is Reason to Believe ("RTB") that Buck for Colorado and you, in your official capacity
as treasurer, violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) by failing to file the 48-Hour Notices. Based on the
FEC's schedule of civil money penalties at 11 C.F.R. § 111.44, the aingunt of your civil money
penalty calculated at the RTB stage is $12,161.

1. If You Choose to Challenge the RTB Finding and/or Civil Money Penalty

cornmittee’s identificatien nurnber, to the FEC's Olfice of Administrative Review, 999 E Street,
NW, Washisigton, DC 20463. Your response must be received within forty (40) daya of the
Commission’s RTB finding, or May 4, 2011. 11 C.F.R. § 111.35(a). Your writien response
must include the reason(s) why you are challenging the RTB finding and/or calculated civil
money penalty, and must include the factual basis supporting the reason(s) and supporting
documentation. The FEC strongly encourages that documents be submitted in the form of
affidavits or declarations. 11 C.F.R. § 111.36(c).

The FEC will only consider challenges that are based on at least one of three grounds:
(1) a factual error in the RTB finding; (2) miscalculation of the calculated civil money penalty by
the FEC; or (3) your demonstmted use ef best efforts to file in a tintely mauner when preverded
from daing sc by reasonably unforeseen circumstances that were beyond yaur cuntrol. 11 C.F.R.
§ 111.35(b). In order far a challenge to be considered oa the basis of best afforts, you must have
filed the required report no later than 24 hours after the end of these reasonably unforeseen
circumstances. /d. Examples of circumstances that will be considered reasonably unforeseen

Examples af eircumstances that will not be causidered reasonably unfomseen and
beyond your control nelude, but are not limited tn, (1) negligonce; (2) delays eaused by vendors
or contractors; (3) treasurer and staff illness, inexperience or unavailahility; (4) committee
computer, software, or Internet service provider failures; (5) failure to know filing dates; and (6)
failure to use filing software properly. 11 C.F.R. § 111.35(d).

Attached is the name of a principal campaign committee and its treasurer against which
the Commission has found reason to believe (RTB) and assessed a proposed civil money penalty
calculated at RTB for failure to file the appropriate 48-Hour Notices for the 2010 General
Election. The Committee has paid the civil money penalty.

For your infonmation, Buck for Congress amended their 10-Day Post General Report
after the RTB finding disclosing a level of activity which would result in a lower civil money
penalty. The oommittee disclosed contributions of $1,000 or inore received from the close of
books for the 12-Day Pre General Report up to 48 hours before the November 2, 2010 General
Election totaling $91,257.14 for which they failed to file one required (1) 48-hour notice
(previously reported as failing to file nine (9) 48-hour notices for contributions totaling
$111,707.14), thus the fine would be lowered from $12,161 to $9,236. The committee paid
$9,236 thus a refund is not necessary.

In aceordance with 11 C.F.R. 111.34, the Commission shall send a final dcetermination
notice to the respondent that has paid the civil money penalty.

Dear Mr. Salazar:

- On March 28, 2011, the Federal Election Commission ("the Commission") found reason
to believe ("RTB") that Buck for Colorado and its treasurer violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) for failing
to file 48-Hour Notices for contributions of $1,000 or more, received between October 14, 2010
and October 30, 2010, totaling $111,707. By letter dated March 28, 2011, the Commission sent
notification of the RTB finding that included a civil money penalty calculated at the RTB stage
of $12,161 in accordance with the schedule of penalties at 11 C.F.R. § 111.44. The amount of
the civil money penalty has been changed to reflect the actual amount of contributions of $1,000
or more, received between October 14, 2010 and October 30, 2010 for which 48-Hour Notices
were not filed.

On May 2, 2011, the FEC received payment of the civil meney penalty. The FEC made a
final determination on May 16, 2011 that you, in your official capacity as treasurer, and Buck for
Colorado violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a), assessed a civil money penalty in the amount of $9,236 in-
accordance with 11 C.F.R. § 111.44 and voted to close the file.

Although the file must be placed on the public record within thirty (30) days from the
date of the Commission’s notification, this could occur at anytime following certification of the
Commission’s vete.
